ed himself to the usual form of notifi- 
cation that ho had approved the bill. 
Tne day specified as the date of ap- 
proval, thus officially communicated to 
Congress, is May 6, from which it ap- 
pears that President Arthur signed the 
bill last Saturday, or post dated his ap- 
proval yester'lay; the effect being in 
either case the same, namely, to put a 
stop to the importation of any more 
Chinese laborers for ten years from and 
after the 4th clay of next August.

At a maetiug of the California Acad- 


emy of Science, last week, a large piec* 
of mm.ral from the EIko Soap min« 
was exhibited and it was explained that 
au analysis of the mineral proved it to 
be an essentially aluminum magnesium 
silicate. An extraordinary property of 
th« soapstoue is that it becomes of a 
gelatinous character upon the addition 
of water, and while it swells by such 
application, no amount of water can 
dissolve it. Prof. Hilgard has discov- 
ered the mineral in Mississippi, and as- 
cribed the fertility of the land to the 
water-absorbing quality of ihe soap- 
MOIIB, in turn '.o be abstracted by the 
plant. In the manufacture of soap the 
mineral also makes a ready combination 
with water, aud, unlike talc, leaves no 
precipitate, or at least an inconsider- 
able on* of only a per cc-nt.
